Food director quizzed 
by student senate

Hornet Foundation Food 
Service Director George 
Welch appeared before the 
student senate yesterday to 
answer questions concerning 
the operation of the food ser- 
vice. He indicated his intent 
that every aspect of the food 
service program should break 
even. As he said, “every 
operation is on its own two 
feet.’ 


His main plan for in 
creasing revenue is to offer a 
greater variety to the 
students. As one possibility, he 
mentioned a natural foods 
cafeteria on one end and a 
McDonald's type snack bar on 
the other. 


Most of the questions asked 
by the senators concerned the 
possibility of hiring more 
students to save money. 
Referring to current 
negotiations with the union 


representing the workers, 
Welch said, “It would be 
unwise even to think about it.’’ 


After hearing Welch's 
report, the senate went on to 
consider Associated Students 
President Terry Frost's ap- 

ointments which were 
rederick J. Mayer as Alter- 
native Education Accredited 
Program Coordinator, Mar- 
tha Aranda as Chicanito 


Science Project Program 
Coordinator and Barbara 
Collings, Coordinator for 


Women’s Athletics. All were 
approved without opposition. 
During the report of the 


Board of Fiscal Matters 
(BOFM) given by Mick 
Garrels the main item dis- 


cussed was the proposal to 


purchase one mobile rest room 
for use during events at the 
football stadium. The total 
crst would be $14, 790. 


Frost explained that it 
would better than the rented 
commodes which cost $1,500 a 
year in that the old commodes 
were dark and repulsive, and 
that the new mobile rest room 
would have three commodes 
ior the ladies’ side and one 
commode and two urinals on 
the men’s side. He said that 
the particulai mobile res- 
troom was being offered at 
half price with all the war- 
ranties, and that it would be 
modified for use of 
paraplegics free. The 
proposal passed without op 
position. 

Other BOFM proposals 
passed were an increase of 
$8,587.83 for the State Hornet 
budget, a deletion of $7,800 
from the Ink Machine budget 
and $2,000 for KERS project 
fund out of last years com- 
munications reserve fund, the 
balance of which went back 
into the general fund. 


The senate also grappled 
with their “slush fund’ tabled 
from last week. They finally 
decided, with four dissenting 
votes, to increase the in 
dividual travel fund from $150 
to $600, their supplies from 
$300 to $350 and added a public 
relations line of $150 in their 
Governmental Activities- 
Legislative budget. The last 
item caused considerable dis- 
cussion when Jim Hollenback 
asked, “Is that a slush fund?’’ 
The $150 figure was finally 
decided upon, reducing it from 
the original proposed $250 
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The Chilean connections 


(ZNS) The J. Walter 
Thompson advertising agency 
in New York reportedly has 
been hired by the ruling 
military junta in Chile to im- 
prove Chile’s image in the 
United States. 

A spokesperson for the ad 
agency, Haroid Clark, says 
that agency public relations 
experts have been in contact 
with high-level members of 
the junta ever since the over- 
throw of Salvadore Allende 
one year ago. 

Clark added, however, that 
he could not confirm a 
published report in the Chris 
tian Science Monitor that a 
p.r. agreement had been 
finalized. 

The Thompson agency was 
active in Chile prior to 
Allende’s election, but moved 
to Argentina when Allende as- 
sumed power. However, the 
company’s representatives 
returned to Santiago last fall 
after Allende’s death. 


KH Ad agency to bolster Chile’s image 


Amnesty International, the 
London-based human rights 
organization, charged this 
week that widespread torture 
and executions are continuing 
in Chile Said the 
organization: ‘The death roll 
of victims isunprecedented in 
recent Latin American his- 
tory.” 

The Amnesty group also 


charged that there are 
between 6000 and 10,000 
“political prisoners’’ in 


Chilean jails today. 


Clark of the J. Walter 
Thompson Agency conceeded 
that improving Chile’s image 
in light of recent reports from 
Santiago ‘would be an uphill 
fight.’ 

Richard Nixon's former 
chief of staff, H.F. Haldeman 
and his press secretary 
Ronald Ziegler are both 
former executives with J. 
Walter Thompson. 


Sanctions asked for 


CSUS’s cafeteria workers 
voted Tuesday night to ask the 
Sacramento County Central 
Labor Council, for strike 
sanctions against the Hornet 
Foundation in the event 
negotiations that are now be- 
ing held do not come to a satis- 
factory conclusion. 


The vote does not mean that 
a strike is imminent, it merely 
asks the Central Labor Coun 
cil which includes represen 
tatives from AFL-CIO unions 
in the area for support in the 
event CSUS’s workers do 
strike. If a strike occurs much 
of the campus construction 
work now going on would 


come to a halt if other unions 
honored the picket lines that 
would be set up. 

Representing the Hornet 
Foundation workers is the 
Union of State Employees 
Local 411, AFL-CIO. The cen 
tral issue in the controversy 
are rules and regulations 
which are being applied to 
Foundation employees. 

At press time Karl 
Lorentzen, Coordinator of the 
Hornet Foundation and Pat- 
rick Coughlin, Service 
Representative for the Union 
of State Employees were 
engaged in contract 

‘negotiations and could not be 
reached for comment. 


Parking woes increased

city council has a resolution 
before it that would ban par- 
king on University Avenue 
between Campus Commons 
Drive and Commons Drive, 10 
a.m. to 2 p.m.

Associated Students 
President Terry Frost last 
night urged the council to

The Gorman-Whitney 
Development Company 
originally asked for the res- 
trictions because the all day 
parking “is incompatible with 
the commercial development 
now under way,” it claimed.

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Kissinger points 
to others 


(ZNS) Doctor Henry Kis- 
singer is pointing the finger at 
other high-level members of 
the U.S. government in order 
to play down his own role in the 
overthrow last year of 
Salvadore Allende. 

Kissinger, according to 
published reports The New 
York Times and The 
Washington Post, chaired the 
top secret ‘40 com- 
mittee’’—the CIA oversight 
committee which secretly ap- 
proved the payment totheCIA 
of between $8 and $12 million 
towards Allende’s overthrow. 

Kissinger is not denying 
these published reports: 
instead, he has issued a 
Statement stressing that 
decisions by the ‘46 com- 
mittee’’"—a committee con 
sisting of five government 
leaders—must be made 
‘“‘unanimously.”’ 

In addition, Kissinger says, 
all *‘40 committee’ decisions 
were approved personally by 
former President Nixon. 

Several members of 
congress have suggested that 
Kissinger may have com- 
mitted perjury last year when » 
he testified before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
that ‘‘The CIA had nothing to 
do with the coup, to the best of 
my knowledge and belief."’ 

Congressman Michael Har- 
rington of Massachusetts has 
called for a fuli congressional 
investigation into the CIA’s 
and Kissinger’s role in 
Allende’s overthrow.

After the 15-hour days with

raphonic adapters whenever 
the listener and his budget are 
ready (quad sound will be dis- 
cussed next week) 

A popular rumor among 
perspective stereo equipment 
buyers is that you ve got to be 
a pilot or navigator to 
understand the multitude of 
dials and controls which tront 
receivers and amplifiers. To 
beset such rumors is a list of 
those aforementioned controls 
and their marvelous 
functions 

Balance  control—Stereo 
was designed to put the 
listener ina frout-row center 
dimension by the two speaker 
placement. However there are 
times when listeners want to 
relax atone side or another. So 
to compensate for this the 
balance control is used to shift 
the sound levei, therefore re 
establishing two sound points. 

High and low filters—These 
controls are mistaken to be 
bass or treble enhancers. 
Their true purpose is as 
interference eliminators. If 
your turntable is making a 
rumbling sound which ts leak- 
ing through to the speakers, 
the low filter will eliminate 
this problem. With the high 
filter tiorescent light static 
can be minimized, as well as 
radio static 

Loudness control—Another 
mistaken unit which may be 
contused for the volume con- 
trol. Loudness boosts those 
deep bass sounds which are 
lost while listening at low 
volume levels. If used with 
loud sounds, loudness may 
make the bass and treble 


sound clipped 


Multiplex noise 
filter—Sometimes when 
listening to distant stereo 
FM. stations, static noise 
pulses may interfere to the 
point where the nerves begin 
to grat This control will 
reduce the stati ind also 
redau some stereo 

paration, as this unit must

Muting Control— Almost al! 
{.m. tuners and receivers hav 
ihiss which sounds simular to 
the empty station static heard 
your television. Muting 
will eliminate this hinderance 
as well as reduce tunng 
thumps which result while 
tuning across the dial 

Selector control—This con- 
trol is used to select whatever 
program the listener wishes to 
tune into, be it a.m., f.m., f.m 
stereo, phono, or aux (tape)

Tone controls— Another 
simple device which 
enhances bass and treble 


sounds to the listener's tastes 
New amplifiers and receivers 
now include a tone control for 
mid-range frequencies also 
Volume-control—This is 
what it’s all about. Without 
volume controls which control 
the sound output levels, the 
other controls wouldn't be 
necessary

It has been four years since 
the California State Univer- 
sity, Sacramento Hornets 
fielded a winning football 
team, and many people ask 
the question, ‘‘Why can't the 
Hornets win?’ I feel the 
answer lies at one position— 
quarterback 

What brought me to that 
conclusion were these facts 

In 1968, the combination of 
Lyle James at QB and NFL 
pro Mike Carter at wide 
receiver, took the Green and 
Gold to the Pasadena Bowl 
and an 8-2 seasonal mark 
James led the Far Western 
Conterence in total offense 
and finished second in pas 
sing These achievements 
brought James an honorable 


mention on the Little Ail 
American team. Carter led 
the conference with 50 plus 


catches. {The Hornets lost to 
G;rambling, in the bowl game 
34-7.) 

In 1969, the Sacramentans 
enjoyed another 8-2 season 
placing them 12th in the small 
college rankings. ‘I‘his time it 
was Mike Lippi-Rick 
Bergstrom to Carter as the ex- 
plosive combination. Carter 
snagged a school record 60 
passes for 12 TD's. Lippi was 
infured mid-season but still 
led the FWC in passing 
Bergstrom filied in for Lippi 
and finished fourth among 
conference passers. ~ 


Probation hits 


In 1970, probation hit the 
.Hornet squad and they 
{ finished 4-6. Lippi and wide 
: receiver Chris Bowman made 
' the FWC first team. But Head 

Coach Ray Clemons blamed 
bad coaching and low morale 
(from probation) for the low 
mark 

In 1971, Dave Sobolwski and 
Pete Scorza shared QB duties 
and took their team te a 4-51 
mark 

In 1972, Ron Centerwali, 
Jim Tornell and Mike Teresa 
called the signals in the 
Hornets’ 2-8 season. (In- 
cidently, 
Clemons was critized for stay- 
ing with the ground game even 
when they were behind late in 
the game. } 

In 1973, Teresa, Alex 
Guzman and Jesse Flores 
were the field generals in 
Clemons’ worst season— 1-9 

So, it would seem that when 
the Hornets had 4 good throw- 
ing QB, they won. And as inthe 
last three years, when the 
Hornets couldn't decide who'll

The 
Lions couldn't decide between

Craig Morton dropback 


When they did decide, Detroit 
with Landry began to win, and 
Dallas with Staubach began to 
win the big ones 

If the Hornets are to win 
they must stick with one QB 
G,uzman, who had a couple of 
fine games last season betore 
suffering an injury, has the 
arm and capabilities to guide 
the Green and Gold to a win- 
ning season 

Impressive in hess 

In the 214 loss to the UOP 
Tigers last Saturday, the 
defense showed it can be 
number one again, and run 
ningback George Sula showed 
he can run against a topnotch 
defense. With Sula, Joe Perez 
and Jack Myers in the back 
field and receivers like Enc 
Sharp, Elgin Ford and Scott 
Patterson, Clemons has a 
right to be optimistic. 

Despite the lopsided score, 
Sac State played an excellent 
game. Even if Willard Harrell 
did romp for 178 yards, a little 
Hornet luck could have turned 
the game around.

Besides the war. what was 
likely the lowest paant on the 
record of Richard Nixon's ad 
ministration was the action he 
took on the issue ot race 
relations. He believed that the 
government had done all it 
could to b ring equal op 
portunity to minorities. He 
believed that racial prejudice 
would go away by passing the 
Civil Rights Act 

What eventually happene 
was that every highranking 
person in the administration 
ot minority background quit 
their post. They felt that they 
werent doing any good: that 
the president and his palace 
guurd were not listemng.

The Last Nixon Watch 


(John Osborne’s column 
2an be read each Friday inthe 
Hornet. For space reasons it 
has been severely edited. The 
full text can be found in The 
New Republic.) 


Here are some afternotes 
on the final phase of Richard 
Nixon's presidency—a 
postscript, if you will, to “The 
Last Nixon Watch’ in this 
journa!’s August 24 issue 

The disastrous potential of 
the June 23, 1972 tapes that 
completed the destruction of 
the Nixon presidency was 
sensed, though not known in 
precise detail, by some of the 
President's attorneys _ last 
May and June. President Nix 
on listened in early May to the 
June 23 tapes and a few others 
that had been subpoenaed by 
Special Prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski. After hearing them, 
Mr. Nixon ordered special 
White House counsel James D. 
Si. Clair to cancel an informal 
deal that he had made with 
Jaworski and federal Judge 
John Sirica for partial 
delivery of material on the 
subpoenaed tapes. Both the 
subsequent appeal of Judge 
Sirica’s order that the tapes 
and related documents be 
surrendered to him for 
delivery in their relevant por- 
tions to Jaworski and the 
Supreme Court decision on 
July 24 that Sirica’s order was 
valid and had to be obeyed 
flowed from the President's 
attempt to withhold the sub 
poenaed tapes. Mr. Nixon's 
special concern with the June 
23, 1972 tapes was obvious to 
his attorneys, though so far as 
I have been able to determine 
they didn’t know then that por-

tions of three recorded conver- 
sations with H.R. Haldeman 
proved that the President had 
connived in and authorized an 
important part of the onginai 
Watergate cover-up—the ef- 
fort to restrict FBI inves 
tigation by claiming falsely 
that vital CiA operations 
would be revealed 

Some serious discussion of 
Mr. Nixon's personal and 
prospective Watergate 
problems, the Jaworski sub 
poena aside, occurred at the 
White House in the months 
preceeding his downtall 

The discussions in question 
began with and rested upon 
the proposition that a 
President may pardon a per 
son before the person has been 
formally charged with 
anything. The person prin- 
cipally figuring in the dis 
cussions was President Nixon 
The consensus developed in 
the discussions was, roughly, 
that Mr. Nixon could pardon 
himself. He could save himself 
from direct accusation by par- 
doning certain of the 
Watergate defendants who 
had variousiy been indicted, 
pleaded guilty or been con 
victed. Weaving through the 
White House discussions was 
the thought that the Watergate 
pardons might be made 
palatable to the public, or at 
least rendered tolerable, if 
they were somehow linked 
with amnesty for Vietnam 
deserters and draft dodgers. 
This thought continued to 
permeate discussion, public 
and private, of the subject 
after Mr. Nixon resigned. The 
discussions reported here, 
however, preceded the 
resignation by weeks and 


months and foundered upon a 
quandary that nobody par- 
ticipating in them could 
resolve. The quandary was 
where to stop with the 
Watergate pardons. Should 
they include such as Jeb 
Magruder, John Dean, 
Charles Colson, Howard Hunt, 
Egil Krogh, Herbert Porter 
who had pleaded guilty and, in 
some instances, had served 
their bargained time? Most 
troublesome of all, should the 
pardons include former Nixon 
supporter, counsellor and 
Treasury Secretary John B 
Connally, who had been in- 
dicted but not tned in a milk 
bribe case that was only 
remotely related to Watergate 
in its broadest meaning? The 
consensus was that there was 
no feasible way to foreclose 
Mr. Nixon's prospective court 
problems by use of the par- 
doning power. Not anyhow, 
while the President was Mr 
Nixon. So far as I know White 
House discussion of this sub- 
ject has lapsed since Gerald 
Ford became the President 
The only evidence to the con- 
trary—and it needed not be 
connected with Mr. Nixon's 
problems—is that President 
Ford proposed a limited and 
vaguely defined degree of 
amnesty for Vietnam evaders 
on August 19. (Osborne wrote 
before last Sunday’s pardon. ) 


For readers who are 
interested in how this 
strangest of presidencies 


worked at the end, here are 
some additional and 
previously unreported details 
of the Sunday staff meeting at 
Camp David that preceded the 
publication of the June 1972

A 
senior White House assistant 
who participated importantly 
in later discussions and does 
not admire Ziegler said that

Mr. Nixon came near todo 
ing that. His erratic behavior 
in the final days and hours 
coupled with some aspects of 
his behavior during his 
presidency, convinced the as- 
sistant who has just been 
quoted about Ziegler that the 
President was mentally ill and 
had been for many years. This 
opinion was impressive 
because it came from a man 
whose friendship with and 
loyalty to Mr. Nixon predate 
the Nixon presidency. About 
nine hours before Mr. Nixon 
announced his decision to 
resign, after having made and 
revoked and resumed it dur- 
ing the previous 24 hours, I 
showed this assistant a letter 
that I had received from Mrs. 
A. Perry Phillips of Columbia, | 
Missouri. She urged me to con- 
cult the late Dr. Karen | 
Horney's Neurosis and 
Human Growth, a famous 
study of neuroses short of 
what is commonly considered 
to be insanity, and said that I 
would find init explanations of 
‘‘the ambiguities, con-| 
tradictions, and ir-| 
rationalities’’ that seemed to | 
her to have marked President 
Nixon's career.
